RESPONSE TO OFFICE COMMUNICATION 

The Examiner indicated that Applicant's previous reply filed on September 8, 2008 was 
not fully responsive to the prior Office Action mailed on May 8, 2008 because Applicant's 
response to the provisional obviousness-type double patenting rejection of claims 1-6, 25, 26, 28, 
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and 29 of the present application over claims 1-9, 20, 35, 37, 39, 41, and 43 of copending U.S. 
Application No. 10/744,844 (see paragraph 4 of the Office Action mailed on May 8, 2008) did 
not indicate whether a terminal disclaimer would be filed or the rejection traversed with an 
explanation of the traversal. See Communication. Because claims 1-9, 20, 35, 37, 39, 41, and 43 
of copending U.S. Application No. 10/744,844 have not been allowed, Applicant respectfully 
requests that the present obviousness-type double patenting rejection be held in abeyance until 
such time as the Examiner finds allowable subject matter in copending U.S. Application No. 
10/744,844. Should allowable subject matter be found in copending U.S. Application No. 
10/744,844, Applicant will consider at that time whether to file a terminal disclaimer in the 
present application or traverse the rejection. 

Applicant believes that this response is fully responsive to the Communication and to 
paragraph 4 of the Office Action mailed on May 8, 2008. Applicant respectfully requests 
consideration of these remarks and those in the prior Response to Office Action filed on 
September 8, 2008.
